STATEMENT OF STATUS/SUPPORT 
FOR ALL CHANGES IN THE CLAIMS 

Sir: 

The following changes have been made in the claims of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,435,738, namely, five (5) new claims have been added. The support for 
Claims 4-8 is found in the specification as follows: 

Claim 4 - the specification discloses that lever (9) is rotatably mounted on a 
head (12) (column 1, lines 61-63) which head is biased by a spring element (27) 
against the second member (6) (column 2, hues 6-7, Fig. 2). The specification 
further discloses that the lever (9) has an end cooperating with the second 
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member (6) and having a profile (31) which provides for displacement of the 
second member (6) relative to the first member (5) between thee positions 
(column 2, lines 19-36). 

Claim 5 - the specification discloses that the head (12), which forms the 
blocking member (8), has first and second shoulders (14, 15) spaced fi-om each 
other (column 1, lines 54-58). 

Claim 6 - the specification discloses that the lever (9) comprises a holding 
device (10) (Fig. 2) which has a blocking pin (21) engageable with the blocking 
member (8) (head 12) and an actuating member (24) (column 1, lines 61-58, 
column 2, line 1). 

Claim 7 - the specification discloses that the blocking pin (21) is 
displaceably arranged in the lever (9) (in the body of the lever (9) (column 1, 
lines 61-65). 

Claim 8 - the specification discloses that the pin (21) has a section (23) at 
least partially accessible fi'om the outside. 
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It is respectfiilly submitted that the specification provides an adequate 
support for Claims 4-8, and all elements recited in Claims 4-08 are shown in the 
original drawings.
